The law shuts out competition from abroad 
i., imposing a duty of 45 per cent. The 
manufacturers dispose of competition at 
•;c me by forming themselves into a trust 
Under »hese circumstances they will take 
what they can get. 


And there is certainly BO use inlaying 


blame on our manufacturers of farm imple 
ments for this state of things. 
They taki 


all they can get, which only shows thej 
are like the rest of us. On one side the 
law protects them from competition, and 
on another a business understanding o 
agreement does the same thing. 
Thi 


gives them a chance to reach out after larg 
profit*, and of course they do; you wonli 
do the same thing. It is not onlybusines 
of a kind, it is also human nature.
